STATEMENT 28 

 29 

 This bill would amend the list of environmental infrastructure 30 

projects approved by the Legislature for long-term funding for 31 

Fiscal Year 2019 to include new projects and remove certain 32 

projects.  33 

 Under current law, on or before May 15 each year, the New 34 

Jersey Infrastructure Bank (“NJIB”) must submit a list of 35 

environmental infrastructure projects, known as the project 36 

eligibility list, to be approved by the Legislature for long-term 37 

funding. The list is introduced in each House in the form of 38 

legislative appropriations bills.  In August 2018, P.L.2018, c.85 was 39 

enacted into law, which appropriated funds to the Department of 40 

Environmental Protection (DEP) for the purpose of financing 41 

approximately $810.6 million in Storm Sandy and other 42 

environmental infrastructure projects through the NJIB in Fiscal 43 

Year 2019.   44 

 In August 2016, P.L.2016, c.30 was enacted into law, which, 45 

among other things, provided the NJIB with the authority to submit 46 

an additional project eligibility list, by October 15 of each year, for 47 

approval by the Legislature.  Pursuant to that authority, the NJIB 48 
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submitted an additional project eligibility list and revisions to the 1 

list approved in P.L.2018, c.85. This bill would amend P.L.2018, 2 

c.85 to include those new projects and remove certain projects. 3 

Under this bill and P.L.2018, c.85, approximately $822.9 million 4 

would be made available for Storm Sandy and other environmental 5 

infrastructure projects in Fiscal Year 2019.  6 

 Certain projects have been removed from the list of projects 7 

approved for funding either because they have already received 8 

long-term funding or because the projects will not be ready to 9 

receive funding before the end of Fiscal Year 2019 under NJIB 10 

program requirements.  11 

 Funding sources for NJIB project loans include federal 12 

capitalization grants, State bond issue proceeds, State match, 13 

various prior legislative appropriations, loan repayments, interest 14 

earnings, and market rate loans made by the NJIB.   15 

 The bill also corrects an error in the project list contained in 16 

subsection b. of section 3 of P.L.2018, c.85.  A printing error had 17 

caused several of the loan amounts and project numbers for 18 

infrastructure projects around the State to be incorrect in the 19 

existing law.  This bill would correct the project numbers and 20 

restore the loan amounts to those originally intended.   21
